Latest Foreign Inieiligence. 
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There were several arrivals last week at New 
York from Liverpool—the latest was the packet 
ship Pacific, bringing London papers to the 15th, 
and Liverpool to the 16th July.— 

ENGLAND is now in the full enjoyment of 
commercial prosperity, continually enlarging her 
mercantile projects—forming more extensive alli- 
ances. A project is now on the tapis to ferm an 
‘intercourse with this country, with the West In- 
\dies, and with the other parts of the world by the 
agency of steam. New publications in every de- 
partment of the arts and sciences are pouring from 
the press—new plans formed for penetrating still 
further into countries as yet but little known to 
geography. 

COTTON.—A letter from Liverpool, dated the 
15th, mentions that there was a good demand for 
this article at 1 or 1 1.2d per Ib. advance on the 
lowest sales of the preceding weck, but the heavy 
arrival since then had suspended the demand.—It 
was estimated that not less than Fifty thousand 
Bags were imported into Liverpool between the 
12th and 15th July. The total sales of the week 
amount to 10,050 bags. Of American there were 
4200 Uplands, at 10d to 14d; 1500 Orleans, at 
12 1-2 to 15; 120 Tennessees and 100 Sea Islands. 

Mr. King, the American Minister. had gone to 
Cheltenham for the benefit of his health, he having 
suffered much from sea-sickness on the voyage 
from New York. 

TOBACCO.—Exztract from London July 14. 

“This market for tobacco has been very lively 
for some time past, and a considerable advance in 
prices has been the consequence. Some parcels 
of Virginia strips have been sold as high as 9 1-2d, 
and a cargo of Virginia leaf, which in the early 
part of the year sold for only 2 3-4d, was re-sold 
last Saturday at 5 3-4d. A Kentucky cargo lately 
arrived, has also been sold at 5 1-2d, and the trade 
and dealers have been purchasing very freely. 
Kentucky strips also very high and good qualities 
very scarce, middling parcels have obtained 6d, 
finer in proportion 6 1-2 a 7 1-2d.”

Masters and Afifrentices.—A case somewhat 
interesting to masters and apprentices was tried on 
Friday. The apprentice had twice deserted his 
post; was brought back the second time, and on 
refusing to return to service, was committed to pri- 
son by a magistrate. A discharge was asked for 


the boy, on the ground of illegality in his indehture. 
he having been bound without the consent of a rela: 
tive, as his nearest friend, in the absence of his fa-|

ther, yet living, although at a distance from this 
county, who had tacitly left his son entirely under 
the direction of his relative. The Court decided 
that the binding was legal.* An attempt was then 
made te procure a release of the lad on the plea 
that the trade, (chair making) was injurious to his 
health which had been delicate—that he had been 
indisposed several weeks before he decamped; but 
had been well ever since. No complaint was made 
of ill usage by the master previous to the boy’s 
elopement. The Court decided that the plea was 
insufficient. Ifthe health of the lad was not good, 
it was his master’s loss, he being bound to support 
him, although unable to earn his subsistence. The 
lad was ordered to return to his service, or await 
the punishment provided by law for his offence.— 
After some hesitation he prudently chose the first 
alternative. 
The injurious effect of any trade, upon the health 
of an apprentice, we understand, is not in itself a 
matter of legal investigation. No master can wish 
to keep an apprentice who is unable to render him 
any service, and consequently it is the mutual in- 
terest of the parties that he be released from his in- 
denture when thus circumstanced. 
* This is in conformity with a decision in I. Serget. & Rawle, 
366, where the court laid it down that, “when the parent ot 


a child lives at a distance, and has long relinquished his protec- 
tio: of the child, a binding by the next friend is good. 





The sale of the Florida lands took place at Tal- 
lahasse on the 16th June.—A very small portion 
of the land was disposed of, there being but few 
bidders present. The average price of the land 
sold, of the best quality, was about $2 per acre, a 
fraction above the government price. The town- 
ship granted to Gen. Lafayette by Congress, ha@ 
been located near Tallahasse, and is a body of ve- 
ry rich and fertile land. Col. M’Kee, of Alabama, 
the agent of Gen. Lafayette, selected the township. 
He is authorized by the General to dispose of eve- 
ry square of the land but one—-the balance the Ge- 
neral retains as an inheritance for his children. It 
was his intention to have kept the whole, but was 
advised to sell, on the ground that it would retard 
the settlement in that quarter, by holding such a 
large quantity of soil uncultivated. The General, 
therefore, consented to sell, to benefit the territory 
and enhance the value of the government land.— 

Distressing—An eastern paper mentions the 
death of a lady who died in great agonies, and that 
this melancholy accident was occasioned by the 
head of a pin which fell into her ear while she was 
making use of that little instrument in picking it. 
It should be borne in mind that if any casualty of 
this kind occurs, human skill can afford no relief— 
it is beyond the reach of medicine, beyond the 
power of the surgeon to afford a remedy. Let this 
melancholy example then serve as a caution to per- 
sons how they apply pins to their ears. We have 
before heard of cases of this kind, and we had re- 
solved to mention the subject by way of salutary 
caution, and the recent death reminds us of our 
negligence.
